KENT International Gateway 
bosses are ignoring the views 
of the people of Maidstone by try¬ 
ing to bypass the council system, 
says the leader of an action group. 

About 300 people attended a meeting at 
Invicta Grammar School on Monday night to 
hear a panel of community figures speak out 
against the plan to build a giant road/rail 
freight depot on countryside near Bearsted. 

The application, first submitted in October 
2007, incorporates plans to install buildings for 
warehousing, distribution and offices, research, 
development and light industrial units at the 
site just off the M20 at Hollingboume. 

New information was added to the proposal 
last month and residents now have the oppor¬ 
tunity to comment or repeat their views before 
Maidstone council decides to give or deny 
planning permission. 

But it was revealed at the meeting that the 
applicant and its investor AXA has lodged an 
appeal for the plan to go straight to a public 
inquiry. 

The applicant is arguing that the council has 
taken too long to reach a decision and so the 
controversial proposal should bypass the local 
authority, and be ruled on by the Secretaiy of 
State Hazel Blears. 

The council is contesting the move, saying the 
delay was caused by the Highways Agency 
investigating the traffic impact of the depot. 

But if the application does go to a public 
inquiry a planning inspector will be allocated

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Perfect gent's 
parting gift 
to home staff

STAFF at a care home 
received an early 
Christmas gift last year 
from a former resident who 
had died the previous 
Christmas. 

Raymond Simmons, 92, succumbed 
to cancer at Greensted care home in 
Wateringbury, on December 19, 2007, 
but a year later he was still spreading 
his kindness. 

Just before Christmas 2008, more 
than 40 staff at the Abbeyfield Kent 
Society-run home - from the manager 
to care assistants and even the handy¬ 
man - each received a cheque for £171 
which Mr Simmons had left them in 
his will. 

Mr Simmons has been described as 
“the perfect gentleman” and the home 
manager Sue Imms said he was much 
loved by all the staff. 

She said: “He was such a nice man 
with a kind word for eveiyone, but it 
was a surprise when he came to me 
and said he wanted to remember us in 
his will. 

“He was a single man and always 
very appreciative of the standard of 
care he received at Greensted. This 
was his way of saying thank you. 

“He wanted to make sure eveiy 
member of staff who had worked at 
Greensted during the time he was a 
resident benefited from his will - even 
those who had left for other jobs.” 

Mr Simmons had arranged for the 
payments to be made through his 
solicitor, but because his assets were 
in shares it took time to finalise his 
will and staff only recently received 
their gifts. 

Before Mr Simmons moved into 
Greensted he lived at the Old Tovil 
Road sheltered scheme, also run by 
Abbeyfield, where residents still talk

about him with great affection. 

Ms Imms said: ‘We were all over¬ 
whelmed by his generosity. 

“Raymond needed a lot of care 
towards the end of his life and it 
seemed extra special when the money 
came through just before Christmas.

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Alarm at jail's switch 
to sex offenders unit

A DECISION to convert Maidstone 
Prison into a sex offenders unit 
within the next four months has 
shocked neighbours. 

They say such a unit is not suitable for a town 
centre location and fear it will drive down prop¬ 
erty prices. 

The Prison Service revealed last week that by 
the end of June the majority of inmates housed 
at the County Road jail will be sex offenders. 

Other offenders now at HMP Maidstone will 
be moved to other prisons, but a small unit for 
foreign prisoners waiting to be removed by the 
UK Border Agency will remain. 

A Prison Service spokesman said: “In the next 
few months Maidstone will be changing its 
prisoner population as it expands its role in 
providing sex offender treatment programmes. 

“By June 30, apart from a small population of 
foreign national prisoners, Maidstone will be 
dedicated to the delivery of 
these programmes. 

“The dedicated foreign 
national prisoner unit will 
mean the UK Border Agency 
will be able to process removal 
proceedings more quickly.”

month-old baby, said: “We don’t need 
people like that here. It is right in the 
town centre and people with kids won’t 
be happy. 

“Parents with gardens and houses 
near the prison will not be happy. A 
specialised sex offenders unit should be 
in the middle of nowhere, not in a town 
centre.” 

Andrew Sawyer, 18, from Coxheath, 
said: “It could make people who live 
nearby want to sell up and people 


won’t want to move here. I think it will 
put people off coming to Maidstone.” 

Carla Shade, from Larkfield, 19, 
thought victims of sexual abuse would 
find the news upsetting. 

And Mr and Mrs Edwards, 72 and 
71, from Rochester, said they were 
relieved the sex offenders won’t be liv¬ 
ing near them. Mrs Edwards said: “Put 
it this way, I wouldn’t want it on my 
doorstep, especially as it is in the town 
centre in Maidstone.”

six weeks from the start date.

Horton said: “KIG want to stifle the 
views of Maidstone. They are 
attempting to manipulate the plan¬ 
ning system. We need to let the 
Secretary of State hear the deafen¬ 
ing roar of ‘No’ from Kent.

Police pleased by 
response to BBC 
murder appeal 


A BBC Crimewatch appeal for infor¬ 
mation about the unsolved murder 
of Danny King has provided police 
with several new leads. 

The 51-year-old was found with 
multiple gunshot wounds at his 
home in Maidstone on the evening of 
Friday, October 17, last year. 

At the time of Mr King^s murder he 
was in bed. His wife, son and grand¬ 
children were asleep in nearby 
rooms. 

Officers investigating the case 
have so far been unable to track 
down his killers and on Tuesday, last 
week, turned to viewers of the BBC 
television programme for help. 

Det Ch Insp John Bumpus spoke 
on the live broadcast, which featured 
CCTV footage of two men running 
out of Medina Road, where Mr King 
lived, and getting into a car parked 
on New Road in Ditton. 

He said: “In my view I believe 
these two people are involved in the 


shooting of Danny.” 

Det Ch Insp Bumpus also said 
police received a number of leads 
both during the live appeal and also 
throughout the week. 

He said: “The calls we received con¬ 
firmed information we were already 
aware of, which is always useful and 
important. 

“The response to the Crimewatch 
appeal has continued, with some 
interesting leads we are actively 
pursuing.” 

Meanwhile, a man was arrested on 
suspicion of an unrelated burglary 
the day after the same appeal. 

The two men caught on CCTV run¬ 
ning away from Mr King’s road 
drove away in a Peugeot 207, which 
was the same model used for the 
burglary in Dartford.

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Insisting on a 
change of Hart 
over memorial 


COUNCIL chiefs have bowed to 
public pressure after initially rul¬ 
ing out a memorial for artist Tony 
Hart in the county town. 

They now say a statue of the Maidstone-bom 
TV presenter or his cherished creation Morph 
could be installed in the town centre - but only 
if the public pays for it. 

Maidstone council last week said it had no 
plans to commission a memorial to the star of 
children’s shows Vision On, Take Hart and 
Hart Beat. 

But after nearly 4,000 people joined an 
online campaign on social networking website 
Facebook, the council has had a change of 
heart. 

A council official said: “We don’t have any 
plans to commission a statue of Tony Hart or 
Morph and would only consider a memorial if 
there is a strong and real public demand and 
if it is fully funded by public subscription.” 

A group calling itself Maidstone Would 
Like a Statue or Memorial of Maidstonian 
Tony Hart suggests something could be built 
for the much-loved artist as part of the coun¬ 
cil’s plan to improve the High Street. 

The group’s organiser, who calls himself 
Lord Trotsky, is now trying to drum up more 
support and is encouraging fans of Mr Hart to 
contact the council. He said: “If enough people 
let them know it is something Maidstone 
wants, then it can still happen. 

“People forget that Maidstone is their town 
and the council is employed by us to run it. If 
enough people ask for a memorial, I can’t see 
any reason for the council not to do it. 

“It would also be a statement that our town 
was the birthplace of a man who inspired mil¬ 
lions. I was overwhelmed by the response to 
the campaign and delighted by all the mes¬ 
sages of support. It shows how many people 
were touched by Tony’s gentle enthusiasm.” 

Yourmaidstone asked people if they thought 
there should be a memorial in the town centre 
and received a positive reaction. 

Gaynor Chessex, 33, from Kings Hill, said: 
“He has done a lot for many generations and it 
would be nice to have something.” 

Brenda Sharp, 69, from Maidstone, said: 
“Tony Hart inspired many people, including 
my children’s generation. It would be nice to 
give him the recognition he deserves.” 

Mr Hart’s funeral took place on Thursday at 
Shamley Green, Surrey, where the artist lived 
for 40 years. Mr Hart, who died peacefully at 
his home aged 83 on January 18, was bom in 
Hastings Road, Maidstone, on October 15, 
1925, and attended St Margaret’s Pre-Prep 
School. 

He served as an officer with the 1st Gurkha 
Rifles in World War Two before studying art at 
Maidstone College of Art - now the University 
of Creative Arts - graduating in 1950 and 
starting his 50-year TV career.

Police squad tackling 
anti-social behaviour 

FIGURES have been released which show 
the neighbourhood task team for Mid Kent 
has had an immediate impact. 

The team was set up to crack down on 
anti-social behaviour and target key crime 
hotspots. 

Officers say the group - which is active 
across Maidstone and Swale - has proved 
a success, bringing reductions in the num¬ 
ber of incidents related to anti-social 
behaviour and racking up a number of 
key arrests. 

Since its launch last September, the team 
has made 67 arrests, seized 14 vehicles and 
played a part in reducing the number of inci¬ 
dents regarding anti-social behaviour by 25 
per cent from 179 in 2007 to 134 during the 
same period in 2008. 

The team consists of a police sergeant and 
five police officers and works alongside exist¬ 
ing neighbourhood officers. 

Not dedicated to a single ward or district, 
the team is able to place resources where 
they are needed most targeting specific issues 
which have been identified by neighbourhood 
policing.

More than 300 children and their families 
benefit from a wide range of facilities that 
include a multi-sensory room, soft play, 
jacuzzi, and the inclusion zone for young 
adults. 


Researchers find 
the beat of life 
with drumming 

DRUMMING is being used as a tool to help 
people with mental illnesses, recovering 
drug addicts and autism sufferers. 

Experts at the Sidney De Haan research 
centre in Folkestone believe certain parts of 
the rock ‘n’ roll lifestyle - namely the con¬ 
stant movement involved with playing per¬ 
cussion instruments - can help the body 
recover from injury and illness. 

Musician Simon Lee works with a num¬ 
ber of health groups across the county. 

He said: “A new interest has developed in 
drumming, rhythm-making and the role it 
has in healthy communities, and there is 
strong evidence to suggest it may actually 
be a healing activity. Some have gone so far 
as to prove that time spent drumming can 
positively affect our immune systems, lev¬ 
els of stress and psychological well-being.” 

Recently Mr Lee has lent his expertise to 
the Trevor Gibbens mental health unit in 
Maidstone, as well as Medway Primary 
Care Trust. He said: “Drumming can ener¬ 
gise or relax, foster a sense of playfulness or 
release anger and tension. It can also help 
in the conquering of social isolation and the 
building of positive relationships.” 

The Sidney De Haan Research Centre for 
Arts and Health is part of Canterbury 
Christ Church University, and is situated 
at the University Centre Folkestone. 


Low tax increase 

KENT County Council chiefs have pro¬ 
posed a 2.44 per cent council tax increase 
for the next financial year. 

The figure is the lowest it has ever been, 
and 0.41 per cent lower than was originally 
put forward by the authority last month. 

Members of KCC’s ruling Tory cabinet 
agreed the increase at a meeting on 
Monday morning, with final approval due 
to be made by full council on February 19.

free Passport to Learning. 

Kent Children’s University is offering pri¬ 
mary school pupils the chance to take part in 
their new 2009 programme - Learning in the 
Wild. 

The Kent County Council and Kent Adult 
Learning Services organised scheme has pro¬ 
vided children with informal educational 
courses for more than a decade. 

The new programme for 2009 involves 
pupils applying for the Passport to Learning, 
and presenting it at a number of top tourist 
attractions in the county to receive an activi¬ 
ty book related to the venue. 

When the child has completed the activity 
pack they will gain credits and have their 
passport stamped before leaving the attrac¬ 
tion. 

Each attraction has a number of credits 
allocated to it, depending on the size of the 
venue. On average it will take about an 
hour’s research and work to earn a credit. 

When the child has clocked up eight credits 
they can send in their passport in return for 
a Kent Children’s University certificate. 

Those with more than eight credits will be 
eligible for a National Children’s University 
Certificate. 


KCC cabinet member for education Mark 
Dance said: “This is a wonderful opportunity 
to visit some of Kent’s tourist attractions and 
learn more about the county. 

“I am a big advocate of learning outside of 
school hours and the children’s university is 
an excellent way of achieving this.” 

The organisation, which has been running 
since 1996, is similar to a university by 
allowing the children to choose what they 
want to study before taking part. 

All of the projects take place across the 
county, out of school hours. 

The programme is open to children of all 
ability levels, aged seven to 11-years-old, and 
parents are encouraged to accompany their 
children whilst taking part. 

Standard entrance fees apply. 

Attractions in the Maidstone area which 
have signed up to the new 2009 programme 
include Paddock Wood Hop Farm and The 
Museum of Kent Life at Sandling. 

Others carefully selected venues include 
the Rare Breeds Centre at Ashford, 
Canterbury Cathedral, Dover Castle and 
Howletts Zoo, near Canterbury.

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Helping heal the scars 


A recent report claims one in 15 young people are 
self-harming - inflicting physical injuries on them¬ 
selves. Marijke Cox speaks to one Kent group which 
is helping break the damaging cycle 



FIVE years ago staff at 
Depaul UK opened their 
doors to a young girl who 
had severe problems with 
self-harming. 

The 16-year-old, who had suf¬ 
fered years of abuse and spent 
time in psychiatric care, always 
made sure her body was covered 
up to hide the brutal scars she had 
caused over the years. 

Volunteers and staff at Depaul 
UK, a hostel which cares for home¬ 
less young people, worked closely 
with the teenager and two years 
later she walked out of the hostel 
wearing a sleeveless top and skirt, 
unafraid to show off her body. 

She is now in a stable relation¬ 
ship with a two-year-old son. 

Jacky Levy, project manager at 
the hostel, said this success story 
is one of many out of the hundreds 
of young people they have cared 
for over the years. 

She said: “We help those aged 
between 16 to 21-years-old, from 
all walks of life and with diverse 
problems. 

‘We get people who have just 
come out of care or prison, most of 
which have had very difficult lives. 

We give them space, show them 
that we like them and develop 
relationships. One of the major 
things we do is bring humour into 
their lives.” 

Ms Levy joined the Gravesend 
branch of Depaul UK six years ago. 
She said self-harm is a common 
occurrence with their residents. 

“Sometimes they keep it a secret, 
sometimes they tell us, but one of 
the things we must do is make 
sure they harm in a safe way. 

“If we are aware then we can 
make sure they don’t use dirty 


knives and razors as well as work¬ 
ing towards helping them stop. 

“A lot of them do it as a release 
as nothing else seems to help. 

“Some of them are so damaged 
they don’t feel emotions and they 
do it as a way to remind them¬ 
selves they exist. It makes them 
feel alive somehow - it’s very sad.” 

One resident is Diane. She came 
to one of Depaul UK’s hostels aged 
18 after leaving her family and 
ending up homeless. 

She suffered depression and 
would frequently self-harm, but 
the organisation helped her build 
her confidence and get her a vol¬ 
untary placement at a local vets. 

Evicted 

Diane is unable to live independ¬ 
ently, but has severely reduced her 
self-harming. 

Ms Levy said: “Everyone we 
have helped, even those we have 
had to evict, have kept in contact. 

We develop relationships which 
makes them realise they are liked. 

“We have a very high success 
rate here.” 

Depaul UK uses separate care 
plans geared towards each indi¬ 
vidual, which includes counselling 
and building relationships. 

The not-for-profit organisation 
also works closely with local 
authorities who help rehouse resi¬ 
dents. 

As part of their work, the nation¬ 
al organisation has teamed up 
with youth mental health charity 
42nd Street and online communi¬ 
cations charity YouthNet, to pro¬ 
vide an online service as well. 

A national inquiry found that 
one in 15 young people in the UK 
are currently self-harming and 
despite it previously being a taboo 


subject, more and more people 
want help. 

Fiona Dawe, Chief Executive of 
YouthNet, said: “Never before has 
there been such a comprehensive 
offering of self-harm advice and 
information, combined with peer- 
to-peer support, available online. 

“By working directly with peo¬ 


ple affected by the issue, we have 
been able to create fantastic visu¬ 
al, audio and written content 
which is relevant, interesting and 
inclusive - allowing us to get help 
for young people how they want 
it, when they need it.”

Talking to dispel 
cancer 'stigma' 

A SURGEON is urging people to be “loud 
and proud” to raise awareness of the UK’s 
second deadliest form of cancer - bowel 
cancer. 

The call to action comes as 
the county prepares to mark 
Beating Bowel Cancer’s 
annual Be Loud campaign, 
which aims to raise aware¬ 
ness of the symptoms. 

The campaign encourages 
people to wear their loudest 
and most colourful clothes 
and talk openly about bowel cancer and its 
symptoms. 

William Garrett (pictured above), con¬ 
sultant surgeon, clinical lead for bowel can¬ 
cer screening at the NHS Foundation 
Trust, and the Strategic Health Authority’s 
advisor for bowel cancer screening in Kent, 
said: “Although bowel cancer is the second 
most deadly form of cancer, it is actually 
one of the most curable if caught in time. 

“The most common symptoms are 
changes in your bowel habits, bleeding or 
colicky abdominal pains. 

“People often find its symptoms embar¬ 
rassing, but by talking openly and honestly 
we can remove the stigma and enable more 
people to access the treatment they need, 
without feeling embarrassed or ashamed.” 



New bike rangers 

CYCLE routes across Kent are to be 
improved through a partnership to help in 
their upkeep. 

Kent County Council and sustainable 
charity Sustrans will recruit up to 40 vol¬ 
unteer rangers.

Tell us about yourself? 

I am 22,1 was bom in South Africa but moved to England 
four months later to live in Maidstone. I lived in 
Downswood for many years but now live in Loose.

How do you find the commute to London? 

Commuting every weekday is not always a pleasant jour¬ 
ney - travelling from Maidstone East Station to London 
can be stressful when the trains are subjected to diver¬ 
sions or delayed due to signal failure. 

However, procedures are in place to ensure you arrive at 
your destination, even if this is later than expected. 
Seating is not an issue in the mornings as this is probably 
the first major station stop. 

What are your thoughts on Maidstone East station? 

The time schedules and platform information is not 
always available and to find out information a member of 
staff needs to be asked, which is not acceptable as on 
arrival at the station information on platforms and depar¬ 
ture should be clearly visible. 

Parking is also too expensive - even though cash back is 
received when purchasing your ticket this is not always 
made known. 

How does Maidstone East compare to a major 
London train station? 

Travelling out of London is different, notices of platforms 
and departure times can clearly be seen, however, at peak 
times a seat is not always available, and as the prices are 
so high to pay to stand is not acceptable.

AUSTRALIA’S finest export 
visits Kent this month to 
talk about his fascinating 
career as a writer, broad¬ 
caster and raconteur. 

Clive James In The Evening will 
give fans the chance to meet the man 
who has become a British institution, 
despite being bom in Sydney. Last 
year he was awarded the George 
Orwell Special Prize for lifetime 
achievement in journalism and 
broadcasting, a reflection of his long 
and varied career. He is sure to have 
many entertaining stories to tell 
about his life in the media and liter¬ 
ary world. 

Born in 1939, James attended 
Sydney Technical High School and 
Sydney University, where he acted as 
literary editor of the student newspa¬ 
per Honi Soit and director of the 
annual Union Revue. After leaving 
university he spent a year working 
on the Sydney Morning Herald, 
before setting sail for England in 
1961. 

After three years living a ‘would-be 
bohemian existence’ in London, he 
went to Cambridge University where 
his journalistic and theatrical talents 
continued to shine. As well as becom¬ 
ing president of the famous 
Footlights theatre group, James 
wrote for all the undergraduate peri¬ 
odicals and his work began to appear 
in publications like the Listener, the 
New Statesman and the Review. 

His lengthy article about Edmund 
Wilson, published anonymously in 
the Times Literary Supplement, 
attracted the praise of a number of 
readers, including author Graham 
Greene, something which sparked 
interest in James’ identity 

He went on to become a television 
reviewer for the Observer and, 
believing that a cultural commenta¬ 
tor must be as immersed in their 
subject as possible, he became a TV 
presenter himself. James pioneered 
the ‘postcard’ format of travel pro¬ 
grammes, still in syndication all over 
the world. He is also a successful fic¬ 
tion author, while his first autobio¬ 
graphical book - Unreliable 


Memoirs, first published in 1979 - 
has been reprinted more than 60 
times. 

Despite becoming a well-loved 
media personality, he continued to 
devote time to his literary pursuits 
as a critic, author and poet. His tal¬ 
ents even extend to music, having 
written lyrics for singer and musi¬ 
cian Pete Atkin in the 1970s. They 
collaborated on six commercially 
released albums and the pair took a 
hit two-man show to the Edinburgh 
Fringe in 2001, followed by tours 


of Britain, Australia and Hong Kong. 

Since retiring from mainstream 
television, he has become involved 
with new media and internet enter¬ 
prises. But he continues to write 
books, delight readers with his mem¬ 
oirs and entertain audiences with his 
fascinating anecdotes.

Rent goes down as 
opportunities go up 

A DECREASE in the numbers of foreign 
nationals working in the UK and more 
“accidental” landlords are causing rents 
to fall, according to recent figures. 

Analysts say this is great for tenants - 
but not for the small number of buy-to- 
let investors who took on large debts to 
build a portfolio. 

Increasingly a survey shows their 
investments are in the hands of 
receivers. UHY Hacker Young, the 
accountancy group, said this week that it 
is handling an increasing number of 
buy-to-let portfolios - about half had 
been privately owned. 

Spareroom.co.uk the flatshare website, 
blames the recent fall in rents on 
decreasing numbers of overseas workers 
seeking accommodation in the UK. 

It says they have been deterred by the 
slump in sterling and the deteriorating 
job market and adds that companies are 
moving employees around the country 
less - labour mobility is a key driver of 
the rental market. 

Other research out last week, this time 
from the Association of Residential 
Letting Agents shows that accidental 
landlords - would-be sellers who cannot 
find buyers and are forced to let their 
property - are increasing the supply 
of rental properties, especially family 
homes. Aria’s average time a prop¬ 
erty stands empty is up from 3.4 weeks 
to 3.8 weeks. 

Improved figures are 
not a sign of recovery 

THE number of new mortgages for 
house buyers approved by the UK’s 
banks fell by 52 per cent in 2008. 

Industry figures indicate the number 
of mortgages approved for house pur¬ 
chase then rose in December from 
November’s record low. Even so, they are 
barely half the level they were a year 
ago. The British Bankers’ Association 
reported the number of approvals rose 
from 17,339 in November to 22,051 last 
month, but were 47 per cent down on 
December 2007. 

The increase should not be seen as a 
real recovery in lending. David Dooks of 
the BBA considers it is more likely to 
reflect delayed activity from November. 

He said the banks approved less than 
half the 2007 number of loans for house 
purchase, reflecting falling demand from 
households facing greater economic 
uncertainty and double-digit falls in 
house prices over the year, which led to a 
wait-and-see mentality. 



LOCAL authorities may soon have 
greater freedom to build more 
homes if plans currently under 
examination get the go ahead. 

Under the proposals announced by Housing 
Minister Margaret Beckett, councils would be 
able to keep all the rental income from any 
homes they build, as well as keep the receipts 
from any of those homes which are later sold 
through right-to-buy. 

The extra money could free councils to invest 
in the building of more council houses. 

Currently, local authorities only build a few 
hundred council homes a year, with the major¬ 
ity of new social homes built by registered 
social landlords and housing associations. 

The consultation proposals would seek to 
boost this building rate by removing some of

the financial barriers stopping councils from 
constructing new properties and increasing 
their housing stock. 

Ms Beckett said: “We are determined to help 
keep house building going in the current cli¬ 
mate, as the long term need for more homes is 
not going to disappear. 

“These new freedoms will encourage coun¬ 
cils to play a bigger role in driving forward the 
delivery of new affordable homes for families 
in housing need.” 

The Government recently announced it 
would invite councils to bid for a share of the 
capital grant given to social landlords to sub¬ 
sidise the cost of new housing. 

The new financial rules will make it possible 
for councils to compete for this funding along¬ 


side other providers of social housing. 

James Rowlands, spokesman for the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, has wel¬ 
comed the proposal. 

He said: ‘With the number of homes built in 
2009 likely to fall below 80,000, any measures 
that can boost housing supply are welcome. 

“Action must be taken as quickly as possible 
to have an impact on the market in the short 
term and local authorities should work in 
partnership with housing associations and 
private developers to ensure this happens. 

“Many local authorities do not have recent 
experience of building homes and questions 
about their ability to deliver a development 
programme must also be addressed. 

“This is one step towards maintaining a 
basic level of house building and retaining 
skilled workers in the industry.”

Toyota ready to give 
the Aygo another go 


TOYOTA might have a new smallest 
model - the new 3+1-seat IQ - but has 
revised its highly successful Aygo. 

The Japanese brand’s former cham¬ 
pion baby car remains a full yet com¬ 
pact four-seater and prices start from 
just £7,040, though the classy looking 
new alloy-shod Aygo Black flagship 
series starts at £8,250. 

The car’s efficient three-cylinder 1.0- 
litre WT-i petrol engine gains Toyota’s 
Optimal Drive system delivering better 
efficiency, performance and lower emis¬ 
sions - C02 output has fallen to 106g/km, 
though remains slightly above the zero- 
road tax benchmark. 



Is the Fiesta ECOnetic 
Britain's greenest car? 


FORD’S new Fiesta ECOnetic (from 
£11,595) variant is claimed to be Britain’s 
greenest family car. 

A lowered suspension and aerodynamic 
tweaks contribute to an average of 76mpg 
and C02 emissions of 98g/km - the latter 
making the ECOnetic road tax exempt. 

A‘smart’ gear change indicator also senses 
how the vehicle is being driven - taking 
account of gradient, vehicle load and driving 
style - to signal the optimum change point. 

Experts at www.cleangreencars.co.uk 
say the car has set a new green benchmark 
without loss of driving pleasure. 



Lotus adds finishing 
touches to cult Soul 

KIAS ‘cult car in waiting’ goes on sale in 
March after extensive tuning for UK 
roads and drivers. 

The Korean marque says the new five- 
door Soul 4x4 lookalike is the first of its 
cars to get this bespoke ride and handling 
package, completed by Lotus, no less. 

Kia UK MD Paul Philpott said: “We 
firmly believe customers who have never 
considered a Kia before will look at Soul 
and see it as a viable option when it 
comes to buying a new car.”

Proton seeks breakthrough 
with a free dual-fuel option 


PROTON has suffered from an 
‘elderly’ and budget-conscious 
customer image since arriving 
here in the late 1980s. 

However, the Ecologic might be the car to 
boost its fortunes as motoring thrift comes 
back in fashion; it has tanks for petrol and liq¬ 
uefied petroleum gas (LPG) and costs the 
same as a standard petrol GEN-2. 

The big deal here is that a gas conversion 
would normally cost £l,500-£2,000, so you 
save that straight away and then buy the LPG 
fuel itself for about half the price of petrol. 

Filling points 

There are also now some 1,400 LPG filling 
points up and down the country - nearly 40 
across Kent - and you sense that a revolution 
is taking place quietly to prevent Gordon and 
the ‘Grey Chancellor’ slapping a heavier tax 
on this possible loophole for cash-strapped 
motorists.

LPG emits 20 per cent less C02 than petrol 
and slightly less than diesel and without the 
other nasties that the diesel filter is supposed 
to pick-up. 

Burning LPG is also 50 per cent quieter than 
diesel and is a by-product of crude oil output - 
UK PLC is awash with the stuff apparently. 

However, LPG is up to 15 per cent less fuel 
efficient and the GEN-2’s spare wheel has 
been sacrificed for a round LPG tank below 
the boot floor - there is a separate filler on the 
rear wing next to the petrol inlet. 

Like all cars running on LPG , the Ecologic 
is quieter in this mode. This is a bit of a bonus 
since cabin and road noise in the GEN-2 - 
available as hatchback or saloon - feels more 
old generation than its sleek looks suggest. 

Proton has relied heavily on tried and tested 
Mitsubishi technology, but acquired Lotus and 
much-needed chassis nous in 1996. 

This is the GEN-2’s best side; it handles and 
rides well and equipment is also generous, but 
interior design and rather low seating feel off 
the pace against modem rivals, so the Ecologic 
is the definite best buy of the range.

Insurers stick to 
letter of the law 
as belts tighten

INSURANCE companies are get¬ 
ting tougher as the economy gets 
rougher. 

So with insurers tightening their belts in the 
downturn, it’s even more important that firms 
make sure they get the right cover sorted out 
and they make legitimate claims. 

If they don’t they’d better watch out, because 
they could find they have to face a lot of extra 
work and hassle if they make a claim. 

In the past many would rely on insurers to 
bend over backwards to help them. 

Industry insiders reckon that the days of 
claims going through without serious scrutiny 
or fuss have gone. 

Insurers are sticking to the letter of the law 
and saying it’s not their responsibility if the 
insured firm hasn’t bothered to get it right in 
the first place. 

Insurance companies are investors and, like 
the banks, have suffered losses during the 
credit crunch. 

And, like any other business, they are trying 
to control costs and this means they’ll place 
greater emphasis on ensuring claims are care¬ 
fully assessed. 

As a result, it is likely there will be an 
increase in rejected claims caused by inadver¬ 
tent - or in some cases cost-cutting - misinfor¬ 
mation on the part of policyholders.

Otford-based independent insurance broker 
Belmont International, said: “In recent years 
insurers have endeavoured to pay claims 
quickly in the name of efficiency. 


“However, now insurance companies are 
increasingly insisting on every bit of paper¬ 
work associated with a claim and require a 
chapter and verse report before they will pay 
out. 

“Claim fraud, already a problem in the UK, 
inevitably increases during tougher trading 
times. The poor behaviour of the few inevitably 
leads to insurers being a lot more meticulous 
and less flexible in their approach. 

“There is also a greater use of loss adjusters, 
private investigators and other means to 
make sure what policyholders are saying is 
true. 

“A business that understates their financial 
estimates or sums insured may be taken to 
task by their insurance company.” 

Policyholders who give incorrect information 
on insurance forms, via an agent or online, are 
in real danger of invalidating their insurance, 
which could mean a reduced payout or none at 
all. 

In general, companies, organisations and 
individuals who try and make a fraudulent 
claim will not find it an easy touch. 

Insurers and police forces around the coun¬ 
try now have an agreement where insurance 
companies can get quick information if they 
think they’re being conned. 

Insurers can ask police for further informa¬ 
tion where they think there’s any evidence 
that fraud has been committed, for example to 
check the value of items stolen in a burglary 
listed in the police report form matches what 
is being claimed for.
